Two sons and son-in-law of Har- 


vey H. Carper, Whisler, Saltcreek- 
twp farmer, whose disfigured body 
was found 
in Fairfield-co, eight 


miles from his home two weeks af- 
ter he disappeared, are being held 
in,the Fairfield-co jail for investi- 
gation. It was announced by Sher- 
iff Gail Sesler of Lancaster that 
the three men will be put under 
a vigorous questioning Wednesday 
which may throw some light on the 
strange murder. 


Thc trio arrested 
are Golden 


Carper, 20, Sesco Carper, 19, and 
William Lewis Day, 36. Another 
son,.aged 16, and Mrs. Day, were 


taken into custody. 


HAD DAD'S WATCH 


When arrested, the older son had 


a watch in his possession that had 
belonged to his father. 
He said 


his father had given it to him. Ac- 
cording to Harley Carper of Kings- 
ton, a nephew of tbe slain man, 
he saw his uncle's wallet on the 
shelf at the Whisler residence Sun- 
day, but it could not be found by 
the officers at the time of the ar- 
rests 
Conflicting stories were told by 


the" brothers 
and 
son-in-law. 


Sheriff Sesler said and they will 
be given a thorough examination 
by both the sh'eriff and the Fair- 
field-co prosecuting attorney. 


Sesler had been in communica- 


tion with Huntington,

NO MOTIVE YET 


As yet no definite motive has 


been established. It may have been 
that Carper was involved in a li- 
auor feud. 
His aged brother, 


Ivan Carper, who first positively 
identified the photograph of the 
body as that of the Whisler man, 
told 
authorities 
that the slam 


man had been engaged in bootleg- 
ging. 
Another angle which has been 


brought into-the case is the ques- 
tion of where the man was killed. 
The body was found in Fairfield- 
co. eight miles northeast of the 
Whisler home which is in Picka- 
way-co. 
The ground where the 


cornse laid was in an isolated hill 
section heavily timbered. Whether 
the man was killed where the body 
was found or whether the man was 
killed in Pickaway, Ross or Hock- 
ing counties has not as yet been 
established by the authorities.

BATON ROUGE, La., Oct. 14.— 


Amid an atmosphere of extreme 
tension, armed members 
of the 


militia and highway police guard- 
ed the state capitol and governor's 
mansion today as Governor Huey 
P. Long, and Lieutenant Governor 
Paul Cyr came to grips in their 
long-standing political feud. 


Despite Cyr's action in having 


himself sworn in as governor of 
the state, Governor Long today re- 
mained in possession of the admin- 
istration. The state troopers con- 
tinued under his command pend- 
ing the arrival 
from Atlanta of 


Adjutant General Fleming. 


Protected by the armed senti- 


nels, Governor Long's administra- 
tive appointees remained in occu- 
pancy of the offices in the govern- 
ment building. 
The soldiers and 


highway police were under orders 
to resist any possible attempt on 
the part of Cvr's appointees to as-' 
sume possession of the office. 


TO GO TO COURTS 


Meanwhile, it appeared likely 


that the battle ground in Louisia- 
na's civil war may shift 
to the 


state's courts. It was understood 
that Cyr is preparing to file man- j 
damus or quo warranto proceed- j 
ings against Long. 
Shortly after 


he took the gubernatorial oath at 
Shreveport, Cyr 
announced he 


would file suit to have Long dis- 
missed from the governor's office. 


Ever 
since 
Governor Long's 


election to the United States sen- 
ate was certified, Cyr has contend- 
ed that the governor's seat was 
vacant and has threatened to take 
possession of the 
office. 
Long, 


however, continued to discharge 
the functions of the governor, de- 
claring that he belongs o^nstitu- 
tionally in that office until he is 
actually sworn in as a senator. 


Governor Long was in New Or- 


leans when Cyr took the oath of 
office at Shreveport. Learning of 
this action, the governor declared 
the office of Lieutenant governor 
vacant and issued an order calling 
upon Senator Alvin O. King, to as- 
sume Cyr's place.
